The Amended Regulations in Re- 
ference to Salmon Fishing?. 



The It. 0. Contingent Well Satisfied With 
tho Mineral Lands Settlomont— 
lickring's Sea Matters. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

OTTAWA, March 1. — This has been es- 
sentially a British Columbia week in 
Parliament. The Esquimau dock, 1!. 
C. fortifications, mining machinery, 
Behring's !Sea, the mineral lands settle- 
ment and a number of other questions 
of interest to the Pacific Province linvo 
ull been up in some form or another. It 
has been a good business week. Private 
members have had t teir fling On a mul- 
titude of topics and government busi- 
ness has been well advanced. Sir John 
Thompson's mammoth bill respecting 
bills of exchange and promissory notes 
has been disposed of, and last night 
over $1,250,000 of the people's money 
was voted in supply, altogether u good 
night's work. 

lir.UKlNo's SUA. 

After delays of months and years the 
Behring's Sea question is now in a fair 
way to be settled. I am not in a posi- 
tion to give further particulars of the 
progress of the negotiations than have 
neon telegraphed from day to day for 
the reason that the government deems il 
inadvisable to show its hand at this 
juncture. In Sir Julian Pauncefoto and 
Mr. Tupper, however, Canada's inter- 
ests are safe. Voung "Charlie" is a 
born diplomat, and moreover, he has 
his father's bulldog tenacity and will 
not budge from the right. One cheer- 
ing fact is worth Hiding in connection 
with the negotiations. A Cabinet Min- 
ister informed me to-day that the con- 
ferep.ee is considering among other 
tilings the future protection of the' seals, 
and this is looked upon as pretty con- 
clusive evidence that the United States 
abandons its outrageous claim that 
Behring's Sea is a closed sea. Before 
many days are over it is hoped that a 
settlement will have been reached. 

THE M 1 N KRAI, LANDS SETTLEMENT, 

The agreement arrived at between 
the Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments in reference to the administration 
of the mine ids in the railway belt of B, 
('. gives great sat isfaction to tho B. C. 
contingent. Although the passage of 
the order ill council has been delayed 
.iomewliat owing to the presence of other 
government business this has not pre- 
vented full consideration being given to 
the subject. The Dominion Government 
has manifested every willingness to 
meet the views of the provincial author- 
ities, and it is a fair supposition that 
both sides arc satisfied. Talking with 
The Colonist correspondent to-day, 
Hon. Mr. Dewdney said the gist of the 
agreement was that the Provincial Gov- 
ernment would have full control of tho 
minerals except coal, so that tho pro- 
vincial mining regulations could have 
full sway, while on the other hand the 
Dominion Government would receive 
the statutory prieo per acre for the 
hmds and be relieved of the cost of ad- 
ministration. Tho amended order in 
council in reference to the matter was 
forwarded to Victoria to-day. 

T11K DUTY ON MINING MACHINERY. 

As that embodiment of Gritisni, the 
Victoria Times, is certain to try to 
make political capital out of the discus- 
sion which took place in the House of 
Commons this week relative to the 
abolition of the duties on mining machin- 
ery, it may be as well to inform CoLOK- 
Ist readers of the facts. The question 
was raised by Dr. Piatt in the form of a 
resolution, affirming that mining machin- 
ery when imported into Canada for 
mining purposes should lie placed on 
the free list. This is the first time that 
Dr. Piatt lias been known to manifest 
any interest in mining matters, and it 
was suspected that he had some other 
motive in view than simply to aid the 
mining industry. The question of the 
removal of these duties had almost be-

come to be considered the prerogative 
of the 15. C. members, at any rate, they 
have been hammering away at tho gov- 
ernment on the subject for the lust two 
or three years. Mr. Barnard has been 
very persistent in advocating the re- 
moval of tho duties, and time niul again 
this session have Messrs. Earle, Prior, 
Mara and he seen ministers about 
it. It may be gratifying news 
to tho province for The Colonist to 
state that tho government will un- 
doubtedly make some concessions in the 
desired direction when the tariff bill 
comes down, and for this the B. G. dele- 
gation should get the credit, lint to re- 
turn to Dr. Piatt. When his notice of 
motion appeared on tho order paper 
what was a more natural question than 
to say to him: "What is your ob- 
ject?" To the I?. C. members he sim- 
ply stated that be hud in view 
the general weal and ho pledged him- 
self, when the motion came before the 
House, in order not to place the British 
Columbia members in a compromising 
position, after a full discussion had 
taken place, to withdraw the motion as 
his end would have been gained. The 
debate took place, the British Columbia 
contingent ably advocated the change in 
tho interests of their province, but -the 
compact entered into that no division 
should take place wua broken by an 
amendment of Mr. Mulock's limiting 
the application of the resolution to ma- 
chinery "not manufactured in Canada. " 
The motion ami amendment thus eman- 
ating from two oppositionists, in order 
not to have an adverse vote on the ques- 
tion, Mr. Mara took what was consider- 
ed to he the wiser course, and moved 
that the debate be adjourned until the 
government's tariff proposals are 
brought down. This amendment was 
carried by 109 to 77, and there the mut- 
ter rests for the present. M r. Mara ac- 
quits Dr. Piatt Of intentional breach of 
faith, but it is evident that some one 
gave Mr. Muloek a hint that an agree- 
ment had been arrived al and he took 
the most effective means of breaking it. 
TUH SALMON REQUISITIONS, 

Although the amended regulations in 
reference to salmon fishing on the 
[fraser river have not been formally 
communicated to the dinners' Associa- 
tion, it is pretty well understood that 
the department has conceded most of 
the points asked for by the canners. 
The number of boats this year has been 
fixed at 460, .'100 for the canneries and 
150 for outside fishermen, A difficulty 
lias, however, arisen from the fact that 
two new canneries are to be established 
on the Fraser this year, which means a 
reduction on the average number of 
boats for each cannery. It in therefore 
suggested that in order to maintain the 
average for the canners with the two 
new ones in the field, that but 100 boats 
be allotted to outside fishermen instead 
of 150, and that the canneries be al- 
lowed .'150 instead of .'{1)0. Mr. Earle 
saw the Minister of Fisheries in refer- 
ence to the proposed change before Mr. 
Tupper left for Washington, and he is 
sanguine that tho request will be 
granted.

LONDON, March 8. — Henry M. Stanley 
will not leave Cairo till the beginning 
of April, partly because he dreads *.be 
sudden change of climate and partly be- 
cause he has made up Ida mind to finish 
his book before he becomes entangled in 
the dissipations of the London season. 
The. book is so far advanced that the 
publishers hope it may l>e ready for 
publication on the day of .Stanley's 
arrival in England; He will not, come 
direct to London. He will spend a fort- 
night ut Nice, and then proceed to 
Brussels to pay his respects tr. the lung 
of the Belgians. At Brussels he will 
be met by his four officers — 
Parke, Nelson, .Stairs and Jepbsou — 
all of whom have become devotedly at- 
tacl ed to their clue" and ready to fol- 
low him whenever he calls upon them 
in any fresh enterprise. Dr. Parke's 
colleagues admit that bad it not been 
for the Doctor not one member of the 
expedition would have come out alive. 
.Stanley's tirst public appearance in Lon- 
don will he at the Albert Hall, under 
the auspices of the Royal Geographical 
Society. While a special medal will be 
struck for Stanley, the royal medal of the 
society will bo awarded to Kin'r Pasha, 
now astor's LIFE MIGHT HAVE bees 

SAVED. 

A distinguished physician, in reading 
the Now York papers containing the 
accounts of the death of John Jacob 
Astor, said that Astor might still be 
alive if he bad happened to have at the 
time of his attack a dose of nitro- 
glycerine in tablet form in his posses- 
sion. Nltro-glycerine, il appears, if 
taken in small doses, lias the effect of 
warding off a fatal attack of angina- 
pectoris. In this way the life of the 
late II. Richard, M.P., is claimed to 
have been saved on more than one occa- 
sion. 

ANOTI1EK POLAR EXPEDITION. 

In an interview to-day Dr. Nr.usen 
gives some information concerning his 
North Polar expedition. He is not at 
all sure that lie will he able to raise 
funds, and intends to apply to the Nor- 
wegian parliament for assistance.

The C.";,( MK> 
which the geographical society of Aus- 
tralasia has contributed- will be donated 
from is'or.lenkjold s old patron, Oscar 
Dickson. It is >t mistake to imagine 
that Nordenkjold himself will take 
command of an expedition much more 
hazardous than any be has yet been 
connected with, and much too hazard- 
ous and trying for a man of his years. 
Dr. Nausea's narrative of his expedition 
across Greenland is completed, but 
little progress hus been made with the 
translation.

Definitely Decides to Eiteml Its bine to 
Seattle— Terminal Facilities .Secured. 

The Great Northern, or "Manitoba" 
railroad, has definitely determined to 
extend its line westward to tide water, 
and, after looking over the field, has 
selected Seattle as its Puoitio terminus. 
Arrangements which have beon in 
negotiation for several weeks were con- 
summated on Friday. It is proposed to 
build an east and west line by the short- 
est practicable route across the State of 
Washington and the Idaho Pan-handle 
to connect with the present western and 
of the Great Northern line in Western 
Montana. Work will begin at '..otli ends 
us soon as definite locations can be 
made and construction forces massed; 
and the assurance of Vice-President 
C lough, who is now in Seattle, is given 
that it will he prosecuted "as fast aj 
1 1 icy know bow." To those who recall 
the remarkable construction work done 
by this company in its western march 
in 1887, when 000 miles of road was 
built in seven months, this positive 
.statement means u great deal. 

The Great Northern will enter Seat- 
tle over the tracks ol the Seattle & 
Montana Railway Company, a corpora- 
tion formed by Seattle capitalists and 
railway men, and which will form the 
western division of the great transcon- 
tinental system when completed. 

Colonel W. P. Clougb, vice-president 
of the Great Northern Railway system, 
was seen by a Post-Intelligencer re- 
porter at tho Ra-nier hotel shortly after 
I bo passage of the ordinance by the 
council granting to the newly organized 
company, the Seattle & Montana rail- 
way, its franchise, and asked if he was 
willing to explain the purposes of tho 
Great Northern in connection with this 
new company. He said : 

"The Great Northern Railroad Com- 
pany is successor of the St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis & Manitoba Company and con- 
trols, the entire system of railroad 
formerly controlled by the Manitoba 
company. Tho Great Northern com- 
pany controls and operates 3,300 miles 
of railway in Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
North Dakota, South Dakota and Mon- 
tana. It also, by ownership of stock of 
the Northern Steamship Company, con- 
trols a lino of six steel steamships plying 
on the great lakes betwt en tho upper 
and lower lakes, connecting its railroad 
system with the trunk liner, running 
from Lake Erie to tho Atlantic sea- 
board. The Great Northern Company's 
main line of railroad runs from Dulutli 
and West Superior and from St. Paul 
and Minneapolis westward to Great 
Falls, Helena and Butte, Montana, and 
lias a length of about 1,200 miles. 

"The system is, therefore, already 
within about 700 miles of Puget Sound. 
Tho company long Binee decided to 
make its line a transcontinental oii9 by 
extention to the Pacific coast by tho 
most practicahlo route that could be 
discovered, and to that t:id has during 
the past two years been engaged in 
making examination of tho country to 
the westward of its present terminus. 
These examinations are not yet 'com- 
pleted. They are expected to occupy a 
great part of the coming spring and 
summer, enough information, however, 
has already been obtained to warrant 
the expectation that a route will be 
found with ns easy grades as any now 
existing, which will shorten the dis- 
tance from Chicago and all other eastern 
points to the Sound over that of any ether 
rail route by from 100 to 200 miles— pro- 
bably nearer t he latter than the former. 

"It is desired to complete this line as 
rapidly as possible, and for that purpose 
it has been decided to work from either 
end, and tho company which has just 
been formed under the laws of the state 
of Washington under the title of the 
Seattle and Montana Railway ( lompany, 
has been organized for the purpose of 
taking up the work at the west end and 
pushing it eastward. 

"Our immediate plans are to search 
for the most practical route from the 
Sound to a connection with the existing 
lino in Montana, and to do so as rapidly 
as possible, and when such route Iuib 
been found to do tho work of covering 
ii. as vigorously as wo know how. We 
expect to progress with the location far 
enough to permit us to begin tho work 
of construction at each end within the 
next few months." 

" What," asked the reporter, "are 
the relations of the Seattle and Mon- 
tana with the Seattle, Lake Shore and 
Eastern railway V "Tho relations of 
the two companies," replied Colonel 

Clougb," are entirely friendly and har- 
monious, and each system will supple- 
ment the other in such a way us to 
work to their mutual advantage." 

"What advantages, if any, were 
claimed for the (ireat Northern ovei 
other transcontinental lines'.'" was 
asked. "A shorter distance, smaller 
capitalization, lower grades and less cur- 
vation, hotter terminals at eastern 

points, and its proprietory line of steam- 
ers on the lakes," replied Colons 

Clougb. "1 hope to be able to add also 
better terminals on the Sound, whicl 
will unable us to handle traffic licit 
more promptly, efficiently anil cheaply 
than can be done by any other transcon 

tinental line." 

The reporter made reference to the 
notion of the council, whereupon Colonel 
( dough said : "The action of the coun- 
cil, representing the people of Seattle 
to-night indicates their appreciation of 
the true interests of the city and their 

readiness to take the requisite steps foi 
promoting their interests. If tho citi 
zens of Seattle generally show them- 
selves as wise and public spirited as 
their olficial representatives they will 
shortly possess railway facilities un- 
equalled by any now existing on the Pa- 
cific coast." 

Colonel Clougb isaeeompanied by Mr. 
E. Hi Bcokler, chief engineer of the 
Montana Central railway, which is the 
present western division of the (front 
Northern hero. They will remain in 
Seattle several dayB before returning 
east.

It 
appears that part of the government 
labor bill in course of printing at> the 
Bureau was stolen, and tho objects of 
the measure misrepresented. The cir- 
cular has created lots of talk, and there 
will he a searching enquiry to discover 
the individual who sent it out. 

Tho government this aftsrnoon do- 
cided to proceed with the erection of 
the post office at Vancouver on the site 
purchased at tho west end, the opposi- 
tion of the easL-cndevs being withdrawn.

The Kenwell Tragedy. 

Woodstock, Out., March S. — New 
and sensational developments are crop- 
ping up in connection with the lienwell 
tragedy, and tho question is now asked 
ivhether there has not been at least two 
victims. Some two or three years ago 
a young Englishman named Neville 11. 
Pickethall came here, and about a year 
ago purchased a farm six miles south, 
and about four months ago married the 
daughter of his minister. On February 
lOfb last Pickethall raised $1,000. on a 
mortgage on his farm and left here, say- 
ing to his wife : " I am going to double 
this money before 1 come back." Ho 
was seen at Niagara Falls that night, 
and said he was going to New York to 
meet his sister. Testimony at Burchell's 
examination showed he reached New 
York, and theie met Burchell, Since 
then no trace of him lias been found, 
and no word received from him. His 
disappearance caused a stir at the time 
and the police sent descriptions of him 
all over the country. The theory now 
is that he was enticed to New York by 
Burchell with the expectation of mak- 
ing a large sum of money, and that lie 
was put out of the way for the money he 
curried with him. A search of Bur- 
chell's baggage will bo made for any- 
thing thut might give a clew to Picket- 
hall's fate.

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THE ARBITRATION CLAUSE. 

The Times declares that a law whiei, 
is iuumt to he good enough Ior the great 
province ol Ontario in particular, alio, 
tor all tlie provinces ui tiie Ushiiniob in 
general, is not good enough for British 
Columbia; it WOald have lis believe 
that the men whom the people of On- 
tario elect to represent them in their 
Legislature are a puck ot tyrants and 
oppressors, and that they are all be- 
sotted with the idea oi class legislation. 
It also argues on the assumption that 
the owners of land in that province are 
a stupid lut, who do not know what 
their rights are, or that they are a set 
of cowards who have not pluck enough 
to usscrt those rights when they arc at- 
tacked by the aforesaid tyrants and op- 
pressors. 

We do not think that our contempor- 
ary does the farmers and other land- 
holders of Ontario justice. They arc 
greatly misrepresented if they are not as 
sharp to see what their rights are and 
where their interests lie and as keen 
and us persistent in asserting and fur- 
thering them as any of their fellow sub- 
jects in any part of the British Empire. 
They are nut the men to allow their 
own legislature t 1 trample on them ot- 
to take from them a dollar's worth oi 
their property without giving its full 
value in return in oue shape or another. 
It is far easier for us to believe that the 
Times is ignorant of the principles of 
law and has no idea how the 
arbitration clause uf the railway 
bill will work thun to conclude that 
the people of Ontario submit quietly to 
a law which is unjust to them, which 
deprives them of their property with- 
out giving them an equivalent. it re- 
quires no argument to convince those 
who know the farmers of Ontario that 
they would to a man be up. in arms 
against such a law, and that if they did 
not prevent its enactment they would 
give the Government and t he Legisla- 
ture uo rest until it was repealed. But 
Ontario land owners consent to the ar- 
bitration clause of the Railway Act of 
their province as a matter of course. 
There is not a murmur against it. its 
enactment is not one of the suu which 
the opponents of the Liberal Govern- 
ment declare that Mr. Mowat arid his 
supporters will have to answer for soon 
at the polls. 

Then it is to bo presumed that there 
are in the Dominion Parliament some 
men who want to do what is lair by the 
people, and some who understand the 
principles on which a law to value pro- 
perty taken fur railway purposes should 
be based. It will be admitted, top, 
that there are a few men in that bocjj 
who are enuowed with good strong com- 
mon sense. 

The Dominion Railway Act of 18SS is 
ar. important law, ami it was, no doubt, 
seurchingly examined and thoughtfully 
deliberated upon in its passage through 

Parliament. There was 1, ,1 1 lino ur .1 
word of that act which was not care- 
fully weighed and considered by mem- 
bers who opposed the Government as 
well as members who supported it. li 
must be said for ine members of the 
railway and other committees that in 
going through a law the object 
of all is to make ii effective, 
So important a section would chal- 
lenge tho attention of the whole com- 
mittee. But . <: do not hear that un\ 
objection was raised to it. 'The Liberals 
did not protest ugainsl it, for we have 
seen that in Ontario they passed a lau 
in every respect simil tr, To make al- 
lowance for the increased value of the 
land by reason of the construction oi 
the railway is an acknowledged prin- 
ciple in every province ami by men qi 
all parties. The Liberal newspapers 
.did not denounce Sir John Thompson 
for putting such a clause in the bill. 
There was in fact not a word said 
against it anywhere, Are men in all 
parts of the Dominion blind to their 
rights ? Is it not far more likely that tin- 
Times, thinking that it had a good sub 
joct to raise a cry about resolved in 
get up an agitation on this arbitration 

clause, than that tho whole Dominion 
Parliament would .sanction a law which 
legalizes " barefaced robbery." 

Those who raise objections to the 
law Seem to have- (lone so hastily 11ml 
without giving it proper consideration. 
The arbitration is appointed for the 
vory purpose of meeting the difficulties 
they raise, The Government has the 
power to fix 1111 arbitrary price foe all 
lands along the route, and to pay the 
owners for the quantity of land take n 
without taking into consideration the 



peculiar circumstances of each case. 
This would bo unjust. But the arbitra- 
tors are appointed for the express pur- 
pose of ascertaining the amount of dam- 
age done to each owner through whoso 
laud tho road pusses. It • sometimes 
happens that tho road cuts up a man's 
land so as to destroy ipiito a largo part 
of it for funning purposes, besides put- 
ing him to great inconvenience in other 
respects. It is the duty of the arbitra- 
tors to make allowance for all Ibis and to 
assess tho damage accordingly. The 
writer has, under precisely such a law as 
that in force in Ontario, seen almost 
as much paid for a few acres taken out of 
B farm for a railroad track as tho whole 
far.n was worth. The track greatly in- 
jured the farm, and a3 the man was near 
a market the advantages of the road 
wure to him not worth considering. 
Under similar circumstances an award 
nf the same kind would be given under 
the arbitration clause of Mr. Davie's 
bill. Arbitrators seldom err in the di- 
rection of undervaluing the property 
through which the railway rims. But 
when men are appointed to assess dam- 
ages they must find that there are dam- 
ages. They, too, must give for the laud 
what it is worth at the time the arbitra- 
tion is made, not what it may 
lie worth years lieuce*, after the rail- 
red is constructed. If, for instance, 
the land is so situated that it will be so 
greatly increased in value by I be road 
running through it, that after the road is 
built he can sell part of it lor a town- 
site unit get perhaps ton times as much 

for it as it would s, 11 lor u itlli ml the 

railroad, arc arbitrators 10 liu expect-

TRIAL BY NEWSPAPER. 



The organ of the Opposition hat 
last commenced to prove that the Gov- 
ernment is converting the Education 
Department into a political machine, by 
citing a case in which there is not a 
trace of polities to be perceived. We 
may remark hero upon the impropriety 
of bringing up a case which is in 11 sense 
"sub judiee." The case of Mr. Muir, as 
well as all other acts of the Education 
Department that are called in question, 
are now the subjects of an inquiry by 
,1 Committee of the Legislative 
Assembly. One would think that our 
contemporary would wait until it saw 
the report of that committee before it 
discussed matters that uro to bo brought 
before it. Rut it evidently believes 
that trial by newspaper is prefer- 
able to trial before a committee of the 
Legislature. It wants to be judge, jury 
and witnesses. It desires to be the 
whole court and the constable outside 
the door. It is wise in Its generation, 
for the stand that it takes on most sub' 
jects cannot bear discussion before an 
audience which bears both sides. 

For our part we prefer not to allow 
ourselves to be prejudiced by our con- 
temporary's statement of Mr. Mini's 
ease. We prefer to wait to hear what 
he has to say for himself before the com- 
mittee of enquiryi Wo must say that 
tho Times has done it best to prejudice 
the public against Mr. Muir. It pub- 
lishes a letter purporting to be written 
by him to the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion which is not calculated to give the 
render a very favorable opinion of him 
as a teacher of youth. But we will 
suspend our judgment until we see the 
whole correspondence and hear what is 
to be said in explanation by the parties 
concerned. 

As tho Times puts the case there is 
nothing in it to prove that the Govern- 
ment has transformed the Department of 
Education into a political machine. It 
is simply a one-sided account of the way 
in which the Department treated a 
recalcitrant teacher. It is not alleged 
that the teacher was II politician, or 
that the views he enunciated on political 
subjects, were disapproved by the De 

p u anient. The Times does not say that 

the. Superintendent took Mr. Muir to 
t isk about the way bo voted or the 
principles he held. Our contemporary 
is silent on these subjects. Wo cannot 
see from it that Mr. Muir has any poli- 
tical opinions at all, that he ever can- 
vassed for a candidate or polled u vote, 
lie and the .Superintendent did not iigi ee 
about matters relating to the man 
ugement of the school. As far as we 
Can make out, Mr. Muir either Could 
not or would not conform to the regu- 
lations of the Education 1 1 pai 1 in ml , ami 
lie expressed his disagreement in lan- 
guage that was not exactly official. 
Neither the creaking of the political 
machine nor the' whirr of i 1 -s wheels is 
anywhere to be beard. The question at 
issue is purely departmental, Is a 
1 «chi r hi und to conduct a school ac- 
cording to the rales laid down by the 
Department, and is it obligatory on him 
in his intercourse with the officials of 
the Department to use language that is 
decent and decorous? are questions 
that suggest themselves to us as we 
read the article in the Times. These are 
matters that arc strictly within the 
purview of the Department- mailers 
with which it is the business of 
the Superintendent and his sub- 
ordinates to deal. They would 
not be doing their duly if they 

did not deal with them. Attending to 
cases of this kind is a vory liflbront 
thing indeed from using their influence 
for political purposes. The ease, too, is 
one with which the committee of in- 
quiry could with tho utmost propriety 
be left; to deal. There is not oven the 
suspicion of politics in the ease. What- 
ever Mr, Muir may be, lie is certainly 
not a political martyr. The public will 
no doubt hear moro about this case. 
The committee, wo Understand, is to 
meet on Tuesday next, when Mr. Muir's 
ciiso will perhaps receive a little more 
attention than our contemporary de- 
sires,

$9,000,000 a year, and in tho your 15)02- 
I! $2,600,000. This is looking a long 
way ahead and proceeding rather slowly 
for so progressive a nation as tho 
United States. Tho coast of the 
country will not be adequately defended 
until thirteen years have expired. It 
may bo that discoveries made in tho ( 
meantime may make the expenditure of 
much of this money unnecessary. For- 
tifications built this year or next may 
be perfectly useless ten years hence. 
It is this consideration very likely that 
caused the Senate to be so cautious 
with thu expenditure of the sum to be 
voted, Ships of war in these days soon 
get out of date and so do ■fortifications. 
Our neighbors, however, seo how awk- 
ward it is to be perfectly defenceless, 
and they seem determined to prepare 
for all contingencies. 

Mr. MEROIKB, premier of Quobecj has 
incurred tho displeasure of some persons 
who were but the other day his ardent 
admirers. He proposes to grant tho 
mm bf $10,000 towards rebuilding the 
University of Toronto. This proposi- 
tion has excited the indignation of 
some of the red-hot Nationalists. They 
denounce him for contributing any of 
the public money of the Province of 
Quebec towards building an educational 
institution whose chief business it will 
be, they assert, "to manufacture fan- 
atics who have no other desire thun to 
crush- no, to destroy our language." 
1 tthers condemn him for helping to raise 
from its ashes a college; in which heresy 
is taught. But Mr. Mercier does not 
seem to lie disturbed by these 
uriotlS critics. 11c has not withdrawn 
his proposal at their bidding. He sees 
1 hat to hold out this peace-offering to 
Ontario is the right thing to do, and he- 
is one of those men who are not easily 
deterred from taking the course upon 
which be has determined, lie is prudent , 
but he lias plenty of pluck, und the 
fanatics of his own race und religion 
w ill find that they cannot bully him.

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DISPOSAL OF REFUSE. 

To the Editor t-rls it not timu that 
the corporation of Victoria took up tho 
question of disposal o'. refuse and got 
rid of it in such n way thtit it shall fit 
from danger tho puMic health, (Initio;; 
to public resorts and offensive to sight. 
Wo pride ourselves upon our park, tho 
beauties of our hays and our suburban 
drives and straightway proceed to dump 
foul refuse over tho olilF* in tho park 
and on tho shore of Ross bay, making 
these places odious, offensive to flight 
and smell, and dangerous to health. 

1 no scavenging of towns is purely a 
corporation question, and in every town 
of any pretensions is recognized as such. 
The collections should he regular, sys- 
tematic, and the refuse removed to some 
central spot and there burnt, and the 
residual clinker used in some one of the 
many ways which are now common. 

To refer to a parallel case : Minne- 
apolis Bent delegates to Nashville, Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and other places to 
study the methods there adopted for the 
disposal of refuse, and as a result 
put up a crematory at a cost 
of about $5,000. The furnace is of re- 
verheratory construction anil situate 'in 
the lower Story. The refuse laden wag- 
ons deliver their contents on the second 
story and discharge down shoots to the 
furnace, and dead animals, excreta, and 
garbage of every description is perfectly 
cremated without the least offensive 
effluvia, and ali germs of disease in any 
way connected therewith are entirely 
destroyed. A great deal of the success 
depends, of course, upon the scientific 
construction of the furnace. 

Necessarily in all growing towns the 
economic disposal of refuse becomes one 
of vital importance. Many have run 
off with the idea that a profit could he 
made on the matter. This lias nevor 
been realized, the real 8 A VI NO is always 
due to HAULAGE.

The Greatest Plecs of skip Repairing' 
Ever Undertaken on the Coast 
Progressing Rapidly. 

Without .my uxception the biggest 
piece of ship repairing ever undertaken 
on the Pacific coast, and, as Mi. D. 
Palmer, the admiralty overseer, says, 
one ot the largest works ever done on 

any steel ship in tin- British service, is 
the repairing of H.M.S. Amphion, now 
well in hand by the contractors, the 
Albion Iron Works Co. 
] About three hundred men are em; 
I ployed, both at tin- works in Victoria 
] ami at the dock, and the greater part id 
j the material is manufactured here. 

Some of tin- largest castings were of ne- 
cessity imported from the east, but the 
greater part by far were turned out- in 

1 Operations on tho disabled ship were 
I commenced immediately upon the ar- 
rival ot Mr. Palmer, on the 4th of Jan- 
uary, and, with the exception of a few 
days when the men were compelled to 
" knock oil'" by the intense cold, have 
been vigorously prosecuted ever since. 
Mr. Palmer's lirst survey showed bim 
that the toll extent of the ship's injuries 
was as follows : The starboard side 
had been smashed in lo abaft 

of the mainmast for a total 

distal re of Kit) feet, seven keel plates 
were broken, the 8x20 frames ami re- 
verso frames were badly demoralized, 
and -1-1 plates were smashed in ami 
otherwise seriously damaged. One hun- 
dred and sixteen feet of lhe bilge keel 
was gone, the stringers and second and 
third longitudinals were destroyed, as 
well as the coal bunker bulkheads and 
double bottom plating. The boiler 
room required renewal, as did the bulk- 
heads and coal lockers. On the port 
side, seven frames were gone and three 
..f the garboard Btrakes. 

The lirst thing done was, of course, 
to remove the broken parts, and this 
necessitated opening the whole side of 
the .ship, so that even yet, although the 
repairs are more than half completed, 
the engine room and a great part of the 

flat can be seen through the side. One 
of the greatest difficulties experienced 
in the work lies in the fact that the ship 
cannot be left suspended without the 
supporting blocks even for a 
night. When the workmen com- 
plete operations in the evening 
they replace all lie- blocks, which re- 
quire to be regularly removed again in 
the morning before they can resume 
work. Exceptional cue is taken t<> 
have every part of the work done 
thoroughly, and when the Amphion 
leaves the dock, which will be about the 
lirst of May, her bottom will he just as 

good as Hver.

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THE STAR OP BETHLEHEM. 

The Vienna correspondent of tin- 
Daily News telegraphs : Astronomical 
calculi. lions show that we shall witness 
i nm, i interesting phenomenon in the 
course of ISIIO, A sixth Star will In- 
added lo the five fixed slurs forming the 
constellation of Cassiopeia. If this star 
appears in 1890 it will have been seen 
seven times since the beginning of the 
Christ ian era. It was discovered last 
time by Tycho de Bruhe in 1672, who 
described It as a. star of extraordinary 
brightness, which outshone the stars of 
lirst magnitude, and could be seen in 
lhe light of day. But after three weeks 
lhe brightness fulled, and after having 
been visible for seventeen months it dis- 
appeared as) suddenly as it had come. 
The star is on record in tin* annals oi 
1264 \. D. , and of 945 A. D., during the 
limpei'or Otho's reign. It has been 
supposed Unit this heavenly body is the 
identical Star of Bethlehem, and il 
seems to appear onco in about 315 years. 
.Sou, if it be calculated backwards 
from 945, that would make its appear 
nice coincident with the date of the 
birth of CbJfiBt, and, when the calcula- 
tion is made from 945 forwards, the 
star was due in 1260, lo7. r >, and 1890. 
Dr. Pallsa, Of the Vienna Observatory, 
who has been questioned on the subject,

Tychonian star and the star of 946 are 
identical. There are many stars which 
return after a lapse of several years, but 
there is no authority for the certain 
return of a star not seen since 157'-'.

Coin Clerk Vassar sat in his little wire- 
work cpge at the Sub-Treasury yesterday. 
To the loft of him and to the right of him, 
and, in fact, all about him, wore stacks of 
yollow, glistening coin. They were the 
deposits of the day, and had conic in from 
the banks, which had bocome overburden- 
ed with the precious metal, merchants, 
and the Custom House. In a big braas 
scoep were many hundreds of §5 pieces, 
which, after being carefully weighed, wero 
dumped in a white canvas bag, the mouth 
securely fastened with a heavy henapon 
cord and then taken to eno of the vaults, 
whero they were to remain until wanted 
for commercial purposes. Perhaps they 
might lie for twenty years, if there was no 
extraordinary demand for gold. 

"What is tho handsomest coin made?" 
inquired tho Herald investigator. 

"Well, I should say the American 
double eagle. Of course, 1 don't 100 all 
tlio coins of the oarth here, as we aro not 
allowed to receive thoso of foreign coun- 
tries, but as far as my experience robs, 1 
place our £20 gold piece at the bend of all 
others far beauty of design; in fact, all the 
gold coinage is handsome money. The 
Oovornment devotes a great dual of time 
in perfecting it. The metal is burnished 
to pefection and if a sheet of it were hung 
up in your bedroom it would serve all the 
purposes of a mirror. From these sheets 
the disks or planchettes, as they are tech- 
nically, known, are stamped, after which 
they aro placed under the dies and recuivo 
the pattern of the piece they are to rep- 
resent. Sometimes we got one or two of 
these blanks, which have escaped the 
operator, in an invoice of gold from the 
mint. " 

"When is a coin unfit for circulation?" 
"I will take a g20 piece to aid mo in 
answering that question. Tho Govern- 
ment provides that all coins of this do- 
nomination shall weigh 61(i grains when 
they leave the mint and will receive them 
so long as they tip the scales at 513.42 
grains. This is tho limit of toleration, or 
minimum weighs. Tho Government is 
willing to stand this loss, which moans 
about nine conts on a double eagle. It ia 
the practice, I believe, in some of tho buIj- 
troasurics to pay out coins of this weight, 
but we have made it a rule here not to 
again place them in circulation, as it would 
tako but a very short time to wear them 
down below tho minimum, and the holder 
would then havo to diipoao of them at 
their bullion valuo. Wo have low on de- 
posit $100,000 of minimum weight coins, 
some of which have been in our keeping 
for the past decade awaiting an appropri- 
ation by Congress that will admit of their 
boing melted up and restamped. There 
is another class of coins that is never paid 
out, it being known aa dead pieces. They 
aro tho result of imperfect metal, and aro 
absolutely without sound. People who 
get hold of thein run here to find out 
whether they havo been swindled, as they 
believe the value of metal money depends 
upon its ring. " 

"What is tho loss to tho Government on 
its gold c'diiago?" 

' About one-quarter of 1 per cent., or 
82.60 on 91,000." 

"There is a popular fallacy that gold is 
not counted by tho Oovernaaent?" 

"It is not only counted, but every pioce 
is carefully inspected. Wo could not go 
by weight, as there aro many plugged 
pieces, and sometimes a counterfeit finds 
its way here which is up to weight." 

"What is tho finest gold counterfeit yon 
havo evor soon''" 

"It was a So piece. I remembor receiv- 
ing one of them from a Portland bank and 
sending it back for a good one. They 
claimed I had made a very big error, and 
wore very enthusiastic in their criticism of 
this oflioo. The piece was finally for- 
warded to Washington, and, after a care- 
ful examination of it, I was sustained. 
Tho Portland bank sent an apology to mo 
tor its hasty action. The piece was one 
of a number issued in 1872, and bore ttio 
imprint, of the Carson City mint. It con- 
tained L29 grains of gold and was 18 karat 
line instead of 22, tho legal standard of 
lincnass, and was worth just S t. 43. The 
other ingredients were silver, coppor and 
platinum. The mystery to me is how 
tboy made the business pay. The count- 
erfeiting of goldcoin in this country began 
in 1800 and has continued until tho pres- 
ent day. " 

"What is the life of a gold coin?" 
"About 'M years in the United States, 
but in England and other countries, where 
it is largely used by tho people as a me- 
dium of exchange, it lasts a much shorter 
time. It costs England £100,000 a year 
to keep her sovereign in good order, and 
that was the reason the report went forth 
that tho flank of England proposed issuing 
L'l notes. I come across pieceH onoe in a 
while that bad an existence of half a cen- 
tury or more, and look as fresh and bright 
as if issued but yesterday. Horo is a 
!?2.f>0 piece that was turned out in 182(i 
that has not yet lost its polish. It is a 
very rare coin, and is worth at auction 
£20. It probably belonged to some ono 
who kapt, it as a rolic or in remcmborance 
of some dear friend, or it may havo fallen 
into a orack and remained for yoara in its 
place of concealment, or until the march 
of improvement brought it flight. Some- 
times a thief robs a 'crank' of bis treasure 
and disposes of the rare and almost wor

do you guard against loss to tho Govern- 
ment?" 

"The redemption clerk first takes it and 
gives a receipt for tho amount tho bag is 
said to contain. Then it is counted. All 
tho light pieces aro thrown to one side and 
so stamped across their face. Tho count- 
erfeits aro cut in halves; and, in fact all 
pieces which aro not fit to place again in 
circulation aro deducted from tho original 
sum brought here. When tho owner 
comes to get hia receipt cashed ho is given 
all tho rojoctod money, and after he has 
paid back a like amount in perfect money 
wo square up with him. Tho light pieces 
are worth their bullion valuo, and if thoy 
are sent to the mint at Philadelphia their 
exact worth is returned to tho owner. 
Sometimes they aro taken to a broker, 
hut, of course, they have to make a 
profit, and will deduct about 10 per cent, 
for their commission. I don't uphold the 
Government in compelling a person to 
stand losses of this kind. Tho people with 
whom this coin circulates tako it, in good 
faith, and they have no means of deter- 
mining its true valuo." 

"Do you receive many counterfeits?" 
"It is very rarely we tine one. S ou roo, 
the banks have experts, and in counting 
and examining their gold deposits the 
spurious pieces are detected and thrown 
out. It has to be an excellent imitation 
to slip past tho keen-eyed counters. We 
have never received a single counterfeit 
gold coin from the loading local banking 
institutions, which shows that they handle 
their specie deposits with great care." 

"If the Treasury found a counterfeit in 
a lot of gold sent from hero, upon whom 
would the loss fall/" 

'Your humble servant. I would also 
bo called upon to make good any shortage 
found by tho experts who come around 
once a year and count our stock. If one 
of tho vault clerks felt so disposed he 
could ruin mo by abstracting a portion of 
ono of the bags, as 1 am held strictly re- 
sponsible for their contents at all times. 
It is impossible for tho Government to 
lose a cent through the carelessness of its 
subordinates." 

"When did tho Government begin its 
gold coinage/'' 

"Tho first return of gold coins from the 
chief coiner was on the 31st day of July, 
175+5, and consisted of 744 half eagles. 
The first delivery of eagles was on the 
22d of Septombor, 1705, and consisted of 
400. The double eaglo was authorized to 
bo coined March 3, 1810; the eagle, April 
2, 1792; half eagle, April 2, 1702; $3 
pieces, Feb. 21, 1853; quarter eagle, April 
2, 1792; 81 pioce, March, 1840. There is 
a mystery connected with tho half eagle 
of 1801, and eminent numismatologista 
•ire at variance in their histories of the 
country. It is claimed by one authority 
that no half eagles of that year were 
struck, while others are positive that tho 
Government mintod 20,00(1 of the pieces, 
and that thoy were all sent to Tripoli to 
pay the United States sailors who wore 
subjugating tho Bashaw of that country. 
Tho fact remains, however, that the col- 
lection of coins in tho mint at Philadel- 
phia contains no specimen of the half 
oagle of 1801. There have been a largo 
number of private gold coins issued since 
tho establithment of the Government, 
principal among which is the eight-corner- 
ed quintuple eagle, valued at $50. In tho 
private coinage of California there was a 
half-dollar, a -10 cent pioce, a quarter- 
dollar, and a 20 cent piece. The Mormons 
also put out a peculiar piece, having the 
valuo of $8, and the legend on tho ob- 
verse: "To the Lord Holiness." Georgia 
and North Carolina have also done a little 
in the gold-coinago line. Tho former 
state in 1849 issued a piece worth §2.37, 
wdiilo the latter coined a dollar that was 
worth but 93 cents."

now LONG DO BIBDS LIVE ! 
How long do birds live.' This is an in- 
teresting question, for everybody admires 
birds, and any information regarding them 
is generally acceptable. Thoso who have 
investigated tho matter tell us that some 
birds aro very long-lived; for instance, it 
is atsertod that the swan has reached the 
ago of 300 years. Knauer, in his work 
entitled "Naturhistoriker," states that he 
has seen a falcon that was 162 yeara old. 
The following examples are cited aa to tho 
longevity of the eagle and vulture: — A sea 
eaglo, captured in 171 5, and already sev- 
eral years of ago, died 104 yoars after- 
wards, in 1810; a white-headed vulture, 
captured in 1 70»», died ia 1820 in ono of 
tho aviaries of Schoetibrunn castle, near 
Vienna, whore it had passed 118 years in 
captivity. Paroquets and ravens reach an 
age of over 100 years. The life of sea and 
marsh birds sometimes equal that of sev- 
eral human generations. Like many other 
birds, magpies live to bo very old in a stato 
of freedom, but do not reach over 20 or 20 
yoars in captivity. The domestic cock 
lives from lb to 20 years, and tho pigeon 
about 10. The nightingales lives but 10 
years in captivity, and the blackbird 15. 
Canary birds roach an age of from 12 to 15 
years in the cage, but those Hying at lib- 
erty in their native islands reach a much 
more advanced age. — Brooklyn Standard 
Union,

A Curious Life History. 

Thero is a hard sandstone in Pro- 
vence, interspersed with friable strata, 
in which burrowing insects construct 
their chambers. A kind of bee, the 
anthonhorus, makes nests thero and 
fills them with honey, on which it 
leaves its egg- to float; then, finally, 
plasters up its chamber, Instead of 
anthophores, entirely different .'nsecta 
come out from these nests — sitaris, 
belonging to a group very remote 
from the bees. Let us see how they 
manage to substitute themselves for 
Lho legitimate proprietor of the nest. 

In the autumn the impregnated fe- 
male of the sitaris deposits her eggs in 
front of tho scaled galleries of tho an- 
thophorus. The young aro hatched 
from these eygs, and lie in front of the 
closed doors, and thus remain in amass, 
mingled witb the dust ami rubbage of 
the place, through tho winter. In the 
spring, such of the bees as have reach- 
ed their tcrtn coma out from their 
prison. These earliest insects are all 
males; but, though precocious in bo- 
ing hatched, they are »till tender to 
the changes of the weather, and re- 
main half frozen and torpid in tho 
dust along with theyoungol the sitaris. 

The time lias come for the last to be- 
gin to act. They havo been called 
triongu litis by Leon Dufour, from tho 
claws with which they are armed, und 
by which they attach themselves to 
tho bodies of the anthophores waiting 
for the next stage in the conditions 
that favor their development. With 
fine weather the female anthophores 
como out and carry on their work of 
burrowing und storing up honey till 
the time of fecundation arrives. Then 
the triongu 1 in changes its quarters 
from the body of tho male to that of 
the female, where it remains on the 
watch for the laying of tho egg, whop 
it transfers itself to that, and with it 
enters tho honey chamber. With it 
it is shut up when tho anthophores 
closes the door of the chamber for an- 
other season. 

Thetriongulin will not cat tho honey; 
for it is sure death to it by drown- 
ing if it touches it. It floats on tho 
egg and feeds upon it; when it has 
used up its ration, it changes its shape, 
as well as its habits and taste. It is as 
eager now for tho honey as it was to 
keep away from it, and grows upon it 
till it goes through another change and 
becomes the .sitaris which we observe 
coming out from the chambers of the 
anthophorus. Three years of assidu- 
ous studies and investigation were re- 
quired to obtain this curious life his- 
tory. — EL de L Duthiers in Popular 
Science Monthly.

have not tfle faintest conceptiolf'Ttrat 
they nre tho "slaves of capital," or 
that they "are ground under tho op- 
pressor's iron heel"— though they un- 
doubtedly are. 

The laxg.itherer is thei* one griev- 
ance, ami having been accustomed 
Ibroi'.gh centuries to his extortions, 
they look upo , him as ono of tho dec- 

Bury evils ol life, liko cold weather 
and Ileus— disagreeable, butinevitablo. 
An intelligent native, in speaking of 
tho condition of the peasant classes, 
once said to me: "We in Turkey aro 
behind the nations of Europe in civili- 
zation and in wealth. We have many 
poor; the land is bankrupt; but ex- 
cept in times of famine no ono ever 
dies of hunger or from neglect. 

"Can New York and London say as 
much? You will never find in Tur- 
key any such wretched, starving, 
hopeless poverty as in tho slums of 
England's great cities. We aro in 
the aggregate poorer, but our poverty 
never reaches such depths of misery 
as exist in tho great cities of Europe. 
Why? Decauso each community looks 
after its own, and, however poor,/) 
man may be, he is ready to divide with 
his fellows." 

I am not sure but that tho laboring 
classes of Turkey, with all their ignor- 
ance, poverty und lack of civilization, 
aro happier than their brethren in Eu- 
ro])!' and America, simply because 
they are more contented. They do 
not envy those more blessed of for- 
tune, because it has never occurred to 
them that they have any claim on for- 
tune, or any rights but thoso pertain- 
ing to the position in which they were 
born.— Siros Cor. Burton Traveler. 



Facta About tli« .Moonstone. 

"The word 'precious' cannot bo ap- 
plied to moonstones," stud a well 
known dealer in jewelry, "because 
their n.urkotable value is relatively 
small at all times, and is still further 
influenced by the decrees of fashion. 
For somo years past we havo had but 
few calls for moonstones, but about 
twelve months ago they wero restored 
to popular favor, nnd will probably 
continue to bo much used for some 
time to come. Tho stones como from 
India, are easily procured, and there 
is but little wash! in cutting. They 
aro almost invariably of a bluish 
white tint, tho rays of tho most per- 
fect stones much resembling moon 
light (hence the name), those of a less 
clear or yellowish hue being of but 
little value. When carved, tho clear 
transparency of tho stone is of course 
marred, bui many of them are so em- 
bellished, the man in tho moon being 
a favorite device, and a baby's face 
surrounded with a cap of, pearls or 
diamonds another." 

The moonstone is seldom worn alone 
by fashionable people, having usually 
an accompanying setting of diamonds 
or other precious stones. In response 
to a question the dealer added: "The 
largest moonstone I have over seen 
was ono of oblong shape about 1J 
inches in length and j of an inch in 
width. This was set to represent a 
butterfly with partially closed wings 
of brilliantly colored stones, and was 
intended to be worn ns a pendant. 
These stones are not valued by weight 
as others are, but simply by appear- 
ance and size, a perfectly round stone 
being moro desirable than a Hatter one 
and mi ire rare. 

As the moonstone is traditionally 
lucky, it is most suitable for souvenirs, 
parting and anniversary gifts, and 
from present indications will be mud 
used for favors and wedding presents 
during the coming gay season. — New 
York Sun. 

The Omtioii Steer.
